The fluctuation in 
living costs will be found to describe a 
curve corresponding very closely to the 
fhictuations in wages.

.sons based., upon variations in the price; 
of commodities are to some extent mis-; 
[leading, smce it may |be assumed that the; 
family expenditure for any one article of 
usual consumption, beef, for example, is: 
'greater when it is^relatively cheap than' 
'when it*is relatively dear.

From a comparison1 of Mr. Wright's 


figures'it appears "that all commodities: 
averaged'higher ill'1903 :thrin at any time- 
since and including 1807. Farm products 
were cheapest in 1896 and highest ,in 
1902. 
Cloih;and clothing were lowest in 


1897 
and hijhest in 1890. . Fuel and 


lighting were lowest in 181)4 and highest 
in 1900. Lumber and building materials 
Tvere highest in 1903 nnd lowest in 1897. 
Beef was cheaper in 1903 than in 1902, 
but as compared with 1890 the 1003 av- 
erage showed a gain of 4.7 per cent. 
Grouping farm products as one item, it 
appears'that they averaged 18.8 per cent, 
higher in 1903 than in their average from 
1890; to 1900. Only four items of farm 
produce were cheaper in 1903 than they 
averaged during the ten years ended with 
1900. Of 
fifty-three articles' of 
food 


thirty-five were higher in 1903 than their 
average for thirteen years. On the samo 
basis of comparison petroleum shows ari 
advance of 53.1 per cent, and anthracite 
coal 20.2 per cent. Coffee, Winter wheat 
flour, and granulated_sugar wore cheaper 
in 1903 than their average for the previ- 
ous thirteen years. The prices of manu- 
factured articles have generally declined.

pairjd to the scene, cut the body down,

A NATIVE OF GERMANY. 


Mrs. Socns was born-in Germany and 


when but 18 years of age she came to 
America and soon after came to Racine, 
wh'crft she married Michael Soens, and 
s'io was considered one of the very old- 
eat German residents, her home having 
been here lor more than fifty years. 


Her hmband was a blacksmith by 


trade, and-'by hard, work and economy 
managed to save considerable money, 
When he died some years ago he left 
the widow comfortably well off. They 
ne-ver had any children, but 
adopted 


two daughter*. Mrs. Frederick Sloeckle 
and another girl who resides at Keno- 
ilm and is known as Julia Socns. 


MIND BECAME DERANGED. 


For more than fifty years Mrs. So.?ns 


«nd her- hito husband lived at 141S South 
Wnconsiu street. Some four years ago 
Mrs. 8ocn* sold this home and went to 
Kenoshii where she lived with Albert 
Zens. From the time she sold the home 
she was downcast and melancholy and 
it wovki'd upon .her nlind to'such an ex- 
tent that IUT mind become deranged 
and she was taken to'an asylum at .De- 
troit, Mich., and Mr. '/.cm was named as 
guardian to look aflcr her property in- 
terests. 


In the Detroit .asylum she staid possi- 


bly ri^ht or nine- months and then re- 
turned to the home of Mr. Zens at Ken- 


• osha where she remained a few months. 
Later her guardian was discharged mid 
she assumed control, of her 
interests. 


There was considerable trouble in the 
county court, however, with the adopted 
daughter of Kenosha.

Yesterday they came home and found

Stocckle tried the windows and they 
were locked. Then he 
endeavored to 


for^e the front or side door'and the key 
fell out of the lock. With his latch- 
key ' he 
opened tho 
door. Passing 


ilirough the sitting room and toward 
the kitchen, ho' wiis horrified to find 
Mrs. Soens hanging at the end of a rol- 
ler towel, which had been thrown over 
tho edge of tho door and the ends tied 
to her neck, both feet being on the floor 
und bent under. Mrs. Stoeckle nearly 
collapsed when she saw the sight. 


It is supposed that shortly after Mr. 


and Mrs. Stocckle left home the old lady 
hung herself. The shock' was a terrible 
one to tho.family with whom-sho had 
lived so long and also a large number 
ol friends.

BALTIMORE, Md., ' May 31.— Mayor 


Robert M. McLane of this city shot .and 
killed himself yesterday afternoon in his 
bedroom at his residence, 29 West .Pres- 
ton street, the bullet entering the right 
temple and crashing through the head, 
coming out in the rear 'of .the left ear.

Tn order to hasten the abandonment of 
these mistaken notions, American Medi- 
cine of Philadelphia urges the placing of 
a water meter in every private house 
in order that a money penalty may be 
imposed upon nil waste of what is, in ur- 
ban conditions, a very expensive neces- 
sity—expensive, that is, when supplied 
oj 11 quality really fit for human drink 
ing. .Tho more, water any given plant is 
forced -to produce, the more likely, is it 
to bo impure and dangerous, ior the pro- 
per filtration and sterilization of water 
is a uroccRs that takes time nnd costs 
money. 'The reckless waste of water,' 
says American Medicine, 'is making it 
more and more impossible to give pure 
germ-free water to every household, and 
the wasteful use- constantly deteriorates 
the quality of that which can be sup- 
plied. The partially filtered water gives 
a feeling of false security, and thus be- 
comes more dangerous than that which 
is black and polluted. It has been prov- 
ed almost impossible to get. everybody 
to boil the, water used, even when it is 
plainly fouled, but when, it-is apparently 
pure but in reality germ-laden, the1 'ap- 
parent security nt once increases 
the 


number of cases of typhoid. There is no 
reason against, and every consideration 
of justice urges, the measuring of the

Senator Matthew S. Quay of Pennsyl- 


vania died Saturday, after a'long illness 
at hif home at Beaver. Senator Quay 
was one of the foremost Republicans in- 
the country nnd though not assuming a 
prominence- as a speaker, was prominent 
in legislation and no man exercised n 
more potent influence 
in 
the 
senate 


chamber than did he. • He achieved a rep- 
utation for braveiy in the Union army 
nnd led a charge at Fredericfcsburg after 
having insisted upon getting up from a 
sick bed and in consequence received a 
medal of honor. 


In 188S he conducted the presidential 


campaign for Benjamin Harrison winning 
a reputation for fine executive manage- 
ment. In '1887 'he 'was : elected senator 
from his state and 'served until '1899,.loa> 
ing his seat through a deadlock.; -.Gov- 
ernor Stone appointed him senator .but 
the senate declined to receive him. In 
1001 he was again elected by the legis- 
lature. 


Senator Quay served a number of 


times as delegate to .the national Repub- 
lican conventions and as a member of 
the national Republican committee. He 
also held at different times offices in his 
state. It-was through his active opposi- 
tion a Republican force bill was defeat- 
ed as in his judgment 
being bud

sound and name a candidate so safe that 
Mr. Bryan will feel that he has no bus- 
iness in that gallery nnd get out. Con- 
trariwise, it is permissible to infer from 
his letter that his support can be obtain- 
ed by concessions. 


"There is room for hope, therefore, 


that Mr. Bryan will do the purty the 
distinguished service of betaking himsiclf 
to the wbods of Populism. Any conces- 
sion whatever to Bryan or to Bryanism 
would be fntal to the Democracy. No 
such concession will be made. There is 
nowhere any Democrat of present influ- 
ence in the party councils who bas any 
idea of buying the support of Bryan by 
destructive 
compromises with sound 


principle. A "bolt" by Mr. Bryan wbuld 
serve as the best possible guarantee of 
the complete reorganization of the par- 
ty.» 


This is modern Democratism and it 


beats Republican differences all hollow. 
When it is considered in'any case this 
same Mr. Brynn controls a formidable 
number of Democrats who wili accept his 
orders no matter their own private opin- 
ions, and in event of a bolt will go with 
him. this open invitation to get outside 
the party if he does not like the idea of 
the party itself making a platform in- 
stead of Mr. Bryan, looks very courag- 
eous. Then it mu;<t be considered that 
the Populists, Socialists and some other 
varieties are free rangers in the Demo- 
cratic party and vote for or against, just 
as their particular interests at that par- 
ticular season calls for. 


But the idea as set forth in Mr. Bry- 


an's reply is that a party platform is not 
to be interpreted by the 
unquestioned 


majority of a party but by the interpre- 
tation as made by gome prominent lea- 
der or leaders. In June an entire new 
Democratic conclave as it were assem- 
bles, but it must perforce, confirm' in its 
declaration of principles to the princi- 
ples of Mr. Bryan or rather his views as* 
to what the party views ought to be. 
If not he does as the political spirit 
moves him about that particular time, 
which is that course that leads• mostly 
to the advantage of Mr. Bryan himself. 


Perhaps after a while the belief• may 


be admitted that party platforms are 
things controlled by principles .and not 
methods, as soems to be the adaptation 
in these days. It may ngain be admitted 
by philosophers who can think and still 
not be impelled to drive out of their 
party those differing with them, that 
after all party platforms with their ever 
varying interpretation nnd application of 
ideas are matters appertaining to the 
particular conscience of that particular 
person who is concerning himself. 


PURITY Of IVATEn SUPPLY. ' 


While Racine may be said to be fairly 


fortunate as regards the purity o! its 
water supply, yet it is exposed to all the 
dangers growing cities are, that with 
time gradually outgrow the limitations 
of their plant, us well as the ever in- 
creasing sewage may also with time tend 
to pollute the source. Yet through a 
series of disturbances in the waters of 
the lake through storms it has not been 
so long since, that the word was passed 
around for citizens to boil their water. 
It too must be remembered there are 
other cities besides Raciiic drawing upon 
Lake Atichigan. Two at a distance of 
but eighty-three miles apart with Ra- 
cine two-third* of the distance from tt e 
larger city nn-i but one-third to t!i« 
smaller t'ity, are daily pouring into tlie 
lake floods of sewage water, diluted ord 
undiluted. To judge alone of the purity 
of the Chicago water supply one lias only 


to look.in tin; Chicago papers .and ob- 
serve the average daily bulletin* from 
the pumping stations, the reading is ex- 
ceedingly discouraging for from' most Of 
the stations the report,is not usable, or 
simply usable, which of itself does not 
mean much for the purity. 


So far it is not discemable that there 


is apy particular - cause for alarm, yet 
conditions are likely to arise as has on 
occasions before when the disturbed con- 
ditions of the water suggested to citi- 
zens the boiling of their daily supply as 
but a matter of prudence. As to the use 
of infected water, certainly there 'are 
people apparently unaffected, but to ar- 
rive at the, real effect the statistics of 
an entire population must bo observed, 
and physicians might state if they ao de- 
sired that while it may be true seem- 
ingly some individuals remain impassive 
to the use of impure water, yet in their 
practice they are supremely 
confident 


the rebellion of nature in the human .bo- 
dy, is lard at work and achieving success 
in storming the citadel of life. The mor- 
tuary statistics prove all this beyond 
any eo:ct of question, 


"But what can be done?" is asked. The, 


community itself can do considerable, 
but it must be sum}]emented by the self 
chosen body of men who minister to our 
bodily ills. There is a practical method 
by which communities may go a great 
length in protecting themselves, and this 
by the invariable use of water meters by 
all. This is of course but a measure that 
is but precautionary and says a late ar- 
ticle in the New York Times: 


" 
Habits acquired by humanity in 


the innumerable ages, when water was 
judged only by sight, taste., and smell, 
are so firmly fixed in us all that we us- 
ually think' of water, even good water, 
as something easy to get in endless quan- 
tity and resent restrictions on its use. 
In order to hasten the abandonment of 
these mistaken notions, American Medi- 
cine of Philadelphia, urges the placing of 
a water meter in every private house, 
in order that a money penalty may be 
imposed upon all waste of what is, in ur- 
ban conditions, a very expensive neces- 
sity—expensive, that is, when supplied 
of a quality really fit for human drink- 
ing. .The mO|er water any given plant is 
forced to pro'duce, the more likely is it 
to be impure and dangerous, for the pro- 
per filtration and sterilization, of water 
is a process thatf- takes time and costs 
money. 'The reckless waste of water,' 
says American Medicine, 'is making it 
more and more impossible to give pure 
germ-free water to every household, and 
the wasteful usei constantly deteriorates 
the quality of that which can be sup- 
plied. The partially filtered water gives 
a feeling of false security, and thus be- 
comes more dangerous than that which 
is black nnd polluted. It has been prov- 
ed almost impossible to get .everybody 
to boil the water used, even when it is 
plainly fouled, bVit when, it-is apparently 
pure but in reality germ-laden, the 'ap1 
parent security at once increases the 
number of cases of typhoid. There is no 
reason against, and every consideration 
of justice urges, the measuring of the 
water used just as much as in the cases 
of gas or electricity.' Water bills are no 
ple.isnntcr to pay than other bills, but 
of nothing else that we bxiy do we get 
90 much for our money as of water. Just 
how much we get is' only realized when 
the accustomed supply is temporarily 
cut off. Within an hour, in such cases, 
the whole arrangement of life falls into 
confusion, and serious inconvenience pas- 
ses rapidly into appalling danger." 


MATTHETW 9. <MJAy;Y' 


Senator Matthew S. Quay, of Pennsyl- 


vania died Saturday, after a^long illness 
at his home at Beaver. Senator Quay 
wns one of the foremost Republicans in 
the country and though not assuming a 
prominence as a speaker, was prominent 
in legislation and no man exercised a 
more potent, influence 
in the senate 


chamber than did he. -He achievcd'a rep- 
utation for bravery in the Union army 
and led a charge at Fredericfcsburg after 
having insisted upon getting; up from a 
sick bed and in consequence received a 
medal of honor. 


In 1888 he conducted the presidential 


campaign for Benjamin Harrison winning 
a reputation for fine executive manage- 
ment. In 1887'l he '• was Delected senator^ 
from his state and 'served until •1899;:lbsi 
ing his seat through a,' deadlock..- tGo'v- 
ernor Stone appointed him senator .but 
the senate declined to receive him. In 
1901 he was again elected by the legis- 
lature. 


Senator Quay served -a number of 


times as delegate to the national Repub- 
lican conventions and as- a member of 
the national Republican committee. He 
also'held at different-times .offices in his 
state. It -was through his active opposi- 
tion a Republican force bill was defeat- 
ed as in his judgment being bad 
politics for the party to again appear in 
the role of trying to control southern 
election methods. 


Whatever may have been his fnultri, he 


was a good fighter, and fought fair, con- 
ceding to bis opposition the same rights 
he claimed: for himself. There are few 
men who have exercised a greater influ- 
encexover his associates and but for his 
disposition for ossertiveriess would have 
been a more popular favorite. Through 
his genius for managing men he 'probab- 
ly came nearer to absolutely .controlling 
Pennsylvania politics-Mian did-any .other 
man in the history of the1 stale, even, the 
famous old Republican, Senator" Simon 
Cameron or his son Donald Cameron, 
who,- serving as1 senator a-' .number <~of 
years and retiring during "the- heiglith of 
the free silver cfafce,' will'now< succeed 
the deceased senator. 


The deceased senator was' born "at 


Dilisbu'rg, Pennsylvania; ton September 
30th, 1833 and at the time of his passing 
away was therefore in? his seventy-first 
year. When the war. 'of.the rebellion 
broke out he received «'commission from 
Governor Curtin, one^'of "the most lam- 
ous of the war governors^ and ^fought 
with gallantry until forced to retire'by 
sickness, receiving a medal .for distin- 


guished services at the battle* of Fred- 
erickaburg.

force of cavalry. It was a sight worth 
seeing, when at; the word of command the 
Russian squadrons reformed and rushed 
like a whirlwind across the terribly cut 
up country, clearing away all obstacles, 
the batteries at the same time trotting 
along the frightful roads. Having passed 
the railroad station, the troops came un- 
der the fire of the Japanese machine 
guns, but withdrew without 
suffering 


much loss. 


' SQTJADROX CUT TO PIECES. 
Tho Fourth and Sixth companies of 


the Eighth Siberian cossacks 
furiously 


charged the Japanese cavalry with lan- 
ces, attacking botli flanks. In a few 
minutes they literally cut 
the 
whole 


squadron into pieces. This was the first 
time lances were used, and they struck 
terror into the enemy. In some cases 
the lances pierced the riders 
through 


and wounded their horses. Some of the 
lances could not be withdrawn 
from 


the bodies into which they hnd entered. 


The Japanese infantry numbering four 


battalions of 300 men to a company and 
eight squadrons of cavalry attempted to 
advance, but the Russian batteries open- 
ed and soon the slope up which the en- 
emy was advancing was covered with 
bodies and the enemy was forced

scatter and retire. Some of the Japa- 
nese cnvalry were wonderfully clashing, 
charging with shouts upon the Russians, 
who met and scattered them.

HOER TRICK A FAILURE.

ished them on their lances as trophies. 
The Japanese used the Boer trick of dis- 
playing dummies but the Cossacks did 
not waste a shot on them. Gen. Sai- 
moff highly praised the practice of the 
Russian sunners. 


PLUNGED IN GLOOM. 


TIEN TS1N, June

"While it is known that the Russians 


received reports from Mukden last night 
giving the losses sustained by them dur- 
ing the fighting at Kin Chou and? Nan 
Shan Hill, and the conditions 'prevailing, 
they will not talk on the subject. The 
officials are desperately glooary. The 
press bulletin giving the news; of the 
fighting en the Kwan Tung peninsula 
with the European comments on the vic- 
tory of the Japanese, was suppressed on 
its arrival at New Chwang, but was re- 
leased when tho Russians learned that 
two copies of it were in possession of 
Englishmen and were being shown to 
other people. The Tien Tsin newspapers

"Six hundred Junk loads of supples,

These were -the samo sup- 
plies the Russians ordered from the Chi- 
nese in the interior nt the time of the 
second evacuation scare, saying the Ja- 
panese would confiscate or burn them.

He belongs to the 
Slavophite .-party, strongly opposed, to 
the pacific, policy of the minister of for- 
eign affairs.

out warning struck him on the head 
with a walking stick. In so doing he is 
said to have calmly announced that he

AVE you any Idea ot the time, 


patience and labor required 
In teaching a parrot to talk? 
A child lourns very much 


quicker after It once starts to lisp a few 
syllables. A child picks up words of its 
own accord when it hears them. A par- 


scarcely -ever been known to breed In 
captivity. The only way to get them 
Is to catch them young in their native 
woods and bring them prisoners to the 
white people's country and there teach 
them to talk'. They are found wild in 
tropical regions all over the earth, es- 
pecially in South America, Africa and 
Australasia.

How Parrots Are 
Trained to Talk

H 


AVE you any idea of the time, 


patience and labor required 
in teaching a parrot to talk? 
A child learns very much 


quicker after it once starts to lisp n few 
syllables. A child picks up words of its 
own accord when It hears them. A par- 


scarcely -ever been known to breed in 
captivity. The only way to get them 


to catch them young in their native 


woods and bring them prisoners to the 
white people's country and there teach 
them to talk1. They are found wild in 
tropical regions all over the earth, es- 
pecially In South America, Africa and, 
Australasia. The male parrot is a good 
domestic bird and often takes turns 
with his mate sitting upon the eggs to 
hatch them. 


Women are the best parrot teachers, 


perhaps because they generally speak 
more distinctly than men. 
Maybe, 


again, ladies do not get tired of talking 
so soon as men do. 


The first thing in giving'a parrot a 


lesson is for the trainer to sit'or stand 
where the bird can hear but not see 
her. It is odd. but a parrot will not 
learn to talk if it can see the pers'on 
who is teaching it. The usual way is 
to put the parrot's cage upon a-table or 
stand and then place a screen or bang

It utters has to be laughtto it separately. 
Then, too. the bird never learns to
